On last Sabbath evening, the In- 
stitution was favored with a lecture, 
the second of „the course, from Kev. 
A. C. Kyers, Secretary of the Stale 
Hoard of Charities, which proved 
highly interesting, especially those 
points in the address having direct 
reference to his work among the 
mutes. His theme was, "Sixteen 
Years' Charitable Work." 

Dr. Byers commenced Iuh remarks 
rather humorously, and in referring 
to the time when he tirst came here, 

snid the first mute he met was Miss 
Ruth Talbot, better known as "Aunt 
Until," who, he said, took such a 
strong liking to him that she gave 
him a sign name by which he has 
ever sineo been called among the 
mutes here. 

He recited a number of instances 
where he bad been instrumental in 
having blind children brought to the 
State institution to bo educated, who 
had been placed in intiriaaries, whose 
parents, cither through the ignorance 
of the existence of such a school 
or otlur reasons, had placed 
t'leni thetW. He mentioned » boy, 
not naturally bright, who, after having 
been placed in the school made little 
or no progress in his studies; he 
however showed quite a liking to 
singing. Upon one occasion, desiring 
to practice in privalc, he mount ^1 into 
the lower of the bu I. ling unknown 
to the officers. One of the attendants 
happening up then found the door 
open, (dosed and locked it. When 
the boy got through with his 
rehearsal, he found himself locked in. 
So opening the window of the tower 
lie jumped down, a dUtaaoe of fifty 
leet, and strange as it may seem when 
he was picked up no bones were 
found to tie brok< n, tiie only injuries 
received from his high leap was a 
good bruising, and of this he soon got 
over. ;lt seemed also beneficial to 
him in another way that was by driv 
ing out bis stupidnoss, for after his 
wonderful leap he became one of the 
most apt, Scholars in in his class. 

Speaking of the deaf and dumb. 
Dr. Byers give an account of how- 
one day he found a bright, little mute 
boy in a county infirmary, whose 
parents had placed him there. He 
fold those in authority that such an 
institution was no place for a boy of 
this kind and requested them to take 
the child to the Slate Institution for 
the deaf and dumb at Columbus. A 
few days or weeks after this, happen- 
ing through tin- State House he met 
one of the infirmary officials with the 
bojf in question. As soon as the 
lattSW saw Dr. Byers, he was dreadful 

ly frightened and endeavored to 
escape from nis charge. He was 
however overtaken and placed in the 

school. For several years after this 

whenever Dr. Pyers had occasion to 
pass through the grounds or building 
of the institution, and this bov saw 
him, he would run away and hid,, 
somewhere, thinking thai, the Doctor 
intended to injure or ill-treat him in 
some way. In the course id time the 
boy got over his dread of the Doctor, 
and now, for he is slill a pupil of the 
institution, whenever he has occasion 
to meet him, it is with a polite and

MISS A.I.ICK 0. JKNNINOS. 



This lady was born in Worcester, 
Ulaaa., w it Ii every sense perfeet, but 
with a very delicate constitution. 
Ou this account, chiefly, sec was not 
sent at the usual age, to a public 
school, but was instructed at home by 
her sister. 

Just after completing' her eighth 
year, a severe attack ot scarlet lever 
deprived her entirely of hearing, and 
her voice and articulation previously- 
perfect, beeame much impaired. 

She is souiet ones asked, " How sho 
learned to read thu lips?' To which 
she can only reply, that it "came 
naturally." I'mdnig that she eouhi 
not hear her mother speak, she began 
uueonseiously to wuteh her lips, 
and her words became gradually in 
telligible to her eye, just as earlier in 
life they had become bo to her ear 
The same is true of articulation, 
which she had used habitually in her 
own family. She has never used 
signs at all, and writing butjrarely, 
and with strangers alone. 

Her father, being a clergyman, 
they had niiny visitors, and she often 
used to amuse herself by watching 
their lips, often catching whole 
sentences m this manner. Partly, 
however, from shyness, and partly 
frOD a fondness for using the tinger- 
alphabet, she, for a long time, did not 
make as much use of her powers in 
that direction as she nught have 
done. 

It is only within tho past ten year* 
that she has used articulation and 
up reading exclusively on all orea 
sums. Her attention was tirst called 
to the subjeol on her entrance to the 
15, is 1 on SoUOOl for the Deaf. There, 
for four years, she had a constant 
drill in articulation, and many op 
portunities for lip reading. Since 
leaving school six years ago, she has 
fried to improve herself in both, and 
thinks she can discover a marked 
advancement 

She finds that nearly every one 
can understand tier after a brief ac- 
quaintance, and that her deafness is 
.-.eldom suspected by strangers. She 
is I'reipieiilly accosted by people in 
the street, and usually fiuds^uo ditli- 
eulty in understanding and giving 
them the directions thej ask. She is 
enable, however, to understand pub- 
lic speakers well. 

Stie considers "lies. self imperfect, 
both 111 articulation, and lip-read- 
ing having seen several others whose 
powers in that respect she deems 
much beyond her own. Still, what 
p over she his, she feels to be a great 
aid and enjoyment to her, and she 
believes that if may be largely in- 
creased by faithful effort 

Miss Jennings has never yet min 
gled with our Class, and it may not be 
generally known that she is a gifted 
writer, having written considerably, 
both in prose and verse for the hoar 
ing press. 

In speaking to a friend on the sub 
joct of her writings, she says, •' The 
power Of writing seems, in my ease. 
to have been first awakened by the 
death Of my father, in whose memory 
my first poems Were written." These 
were gradually followed by short 
articles in prose mostly in eBsay from, 
but of late, poems have been her 
chief work. It is about nine years 
since she first commenced 

With the exception of poems and 
sketches of travel occasionally contri 
hilled to the Boston AW it i 111/ Trail 
Script, religious papers have bean 
her chief medium of publication. In 
April last, at the suggestion of 
friends, a few of her poems were 
printed in a modest form, under Un- 
title of •'Heart-Echoes," and have 
found a ready sale. The little vol 
urn. contains '• Kohoes of Faith," 

Eehoes of Hope," " Bohoes ol Pr ais e" 

and " BotlOeS of Sorrow.'' The sen- 
timent of those poems is very beauti 
fill, as well as d< eply religions, and 
several have been quite extensively 
copied. 

Miss .Jennings has in her p 
sion mi autograph letter from the 
poet, Longfellow, expressing his up 
prooiation of4.be book in very kind 
and graceful terms. 

The subjoined criticism was written 
by one thoroughly competent to 
judge of Miss Jennings as compared 
with writers of the p 1st, as well as 
present limes: -"The little poems 
are pleasing in expression and high in 
tone. They give glimpses of a beauti 
fill developement of thought, and 
character during the long silence of 
twelve years."

The subject which Miss Angie 
Fuller has last written about — name 
ly, "A proposition to start a Deaf 
Mute College for girls," has aroused 
my interest, and T beg leave to slate 
my opinions on the utility of such an 
idea, seeing that the editor has kind 
ly offered to publish anything touch 
ing on the subject. 

Without any disrespect for Kiss 
Fuller personally. 1 cannot say that 
it is at ail advisable to think of such a 
thing, even though I could attend it ; 
and I would gladly Sjtfe five times 
the required sum to help it along, if 
it had any merit in it. The fact is 
that we are suffering from too much 
education ; we are learning too much 
ibout the way past ages did their 
work, while we do not learn to do our 
own properly. What are we doing 
towards rendering ourselves tit to 
rule a household 1 of what advantage 
will all this superfluous learning be 
tons* Wo may learn (1 reek, Latin, 
and German, and be- barely able to 
write Fiiiglish propi rly ; tlun we can 
use a dead language, to (ill up places 
where it comes handiest, to show 
other folks what we know. We will 
be able to do a little showing off be- 
fore others, who will probably either 
sneer at us, or feel spiteful and jeal- 
ous, never admiration. Then when 
we become wives and mothers, (those 
of us whom God wills), we cannot 
bring out a respectable dish on the 
table with our knowledge of Greek, 
nor raise a child to any account by 
having once attended college. 

Now, men are different ; they have 
to do much that woman never thinks 
of doing ; therefore let them have all 
the colleges they can manage to fill ; 
but don't try to ruin girls that, way. 
He need more matter of fact, orderly, 
neat housekeepers, and fewer airy, 
frivolous, rattle brained, " highly-nc 
eornplished" young ladies, who can t 
bake a loaf of bread worth eating, nor 
sweep a floor half clean.

ing schoola^md colleges'? It teaches 
them to cultivate a taste|for the "high- 
er arts," to keep their hands white 
and soft, to shun exercise, to have ex 
Ira ideas of their names, families, and 
the man who is to share their joys 
and sorrows, to think themselves 
•' high-toned," and to associate with 
only high-toned people, and last, but by 
no means least, they learn to gossip 
and tattle. 

Having nothing to do at odd hours. 
it is perfect natural that they should 
find some way of passing the time, 
and it is more than some mortals cm 
do to catch them and prevent the 
spread of the mania- -for such it is. 

The surest way to mtkea worn m do 
her duty, is to let her learn to be true 
to herself — let her study the happi- 
ness of those around her; let her 
sacrifice her own pleasure that another 
mnv not be unhappy ; let her learn to 
be a good housekeeper, faithful wife 
and devoted mother.
